Miss Zachert Tells Of 
Need For Good Li­ 
brary In Schools At 
Parent-Teach- 
ers Meeting. 


“The library is not a charity nor 
a luxury, but a p a rt and p a re d of 
the necessary equipment for modern 
school education,” Miss Adeline Zach­ 
ert, state director of public school li­ 
braries, stated during 
her 
address 
before the Parent-Teaehers associa­ 
tion of Gettysburg, Friday night. A 
large number of parents and teach­ 
ers attended the sessions held in the 
high school auditorium. 
Miss Zachert stressed the need of 
such an addition to the equipment of 
the schools, in order that the children 
can he given an incentive 
to 
con­ 
tinue with their education instead of 
quitting school before they have com­ 
pleted their high school course. 
The 
purpose of the library is not only 
for furnishing reading m aterial for 
the children, but also is to be used 
as a reference room in which to teach 
the pupils how to use books and how 
to study, Miss Zachert said, adding 
th a t it is important to surround chil­ 
dren in the grade schools with good 
books as a basis for thought, habit 
and character building. 
Board Proffers Aid 
George P. Black, secretary of the 
school hoard, outlined the extent to 
which the directors would go in aid­ 
ing with the project for a scnool li­ 
brary, and on behalf of the directors 
volunteered any assistance to the as­ 
sociation which the board might lie 
able to give.

Automobilists of G ettysburg ami 
Adams county are watching with in­ 
terest a bill introdum l in the h<*usc 
of representatives at H arrisb urg by 
Representative Patrick Conner, Phila­ 
delphia, which would refuse registra­ 
tion to automobile owners in cases 
where they were unable to pay dam­ 
ages in cuses of accident up to $6,000. 
This is the first automobile insurance 
bill to go before the 1927 legislature. 
Owners now are required to furnish 
the departm ent with u statem ent in 
cases where the cars are not fully 
paid for, but they are not compelled 
to satisfy the departm ent that they 
are financially able to pay for any 
damage# in cases of accidents. 
The Conner measure require* auto­ 
mobile owners to satisfy the depart­ 
ment that they are financially able to 
pay any claims for dam ages up to 
$6,000 and registration coukl not be 
obtained unless the secretary of high­ 
w ays is convinced that bills entered 
again st them could be met.
